Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended 


my  10th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
31st  December  1964- 


Looking  back  over  the  years,  I realise  that  much  valuable  wort 


has  been  done  by  the  Surveying  and  Public  Health  Department.  Mr. 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  foresight  in  dealing  with  many  difficult 
problems. 


Good  progress  has  been  made  with  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  since 
1955*  (see  page  16)  Two  Clearance  Areas  have  been  dealt  with  and  a 
considerable  number  of  individual  unfit  properties  tackled.  Indirectly 
this  work  has  resulted  in  many  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  on 
other  sub-standard  dwellings.  Houses  and  blocks  of  Flats  have  been 
erected  in  Wychbold,  Ombersley,  Hartlebury  and  Himbleton,  with  small 
groups  elsewhere.  Although  no  new  dwellings  have  been  built  at  Fernhill 
Heath  since  1954?  plans  are  at  present  being  considered  for  fifty  or 
more  units  of  accommodation.  Two  notable  Flatlet  schemes  at  Wychbold 
and  Ombersley  have  catered  for  the  needs  of  approximately  forty  four 
aged  persons  and  a third  block  is  being  considered  at  Fernhill  Heath. 

I feel  that  it  has  been  most  prudent  to  site  these  dwellings  where 
travelling  facilities  are  good. 


The  Hanbury  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  now  complete 


and  good  progress  is  being  made  with  fibber ' nm  This  really  completes 
all  the  Major  Schemes  but  a formidable  list  of  Minor  ones  exist  (see  pagel4  ) 
These  are  for  less  densely  populated  areas  where  it  is  unlikely  that 
much  new  development  will  take  place.  It  may  be  possible  either  to 
incorporate  them  into  existing  schemes  by  using  pumping  equipment 
or  provide  P RE-FABRICATED  plant  using  the  contact  stablization 


method  of  treatment.  I see  no  reason  why  three  our  four  of  these  schemes 
should  not  be  done  at  the  same  time . 


Mains  Water  is  now  available  to  6%o  of  the  Population  (see  page  13  ). 
Since  the  Water  Boards  took  over  as  Statutory  Undertakers  the  Council 
have  had  less  say  in  the  matter,  but  where  guarantees  are  required  for 
ne?7  schemes  every  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  the  situation  for 
the  remaining  3F/-?  as  many  private  wells  provide  water  which  is  unfit 
for  drinking.  Excellent  progress  has  recently  been  made  in  this  respect 
throughout  the  parish  of  Ombersley.

Unfortunately  there  has  heen  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
unauthorised  Caravans  in  the  District  during  the  period.  At  present  there 
are  three  residential  sites  in  the  Green  Belt,  two  of  which  are  unauthorised, 
The  third  has  had  Planning  Permission  for  a number  of  years  but  is  now  to  be 
run  down.  It  seems  paradoxical  that  a site  with  reasonable  facilities 
should  be  closed,  whereas  two  without  anv  site  standards  should  be 
allowed  to  continue.  Enforcement  proceedings  should  be  instituted  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.  When  the  Caravans  and  Shacks  Sub -Commit tee 
was  in  existance,  the  Planning  Authority  pursued  a consistent  policy 
which  paid  dividends.  It  Is  a pity  that  this  policy  has  been  allowed 
to  lapse  as  it  does  result  in  poor  standards  of  hygiene  which  cannot 
be  adequately  controlled  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 


I wish  to  welcome  Mr.  K,  Ramsden,  our  additi©nal  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  joined  us  in  December.  His  experience  in  Meat  and  Pood 
inspection  should  be  of  great  value  to  the  Department. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  other  members  of  the  Staff  for 
their  invaluable  assistance  during  the  year.

SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA . 


A.  County  Health  Services, 

The  following  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  in 
accordance  with  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  194^. 

Care  of  Mothers  end  Young  Children  (Section  22) 

The  District  is  served  by  the  following  Clinics  - 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,

Parish  Hall,  Hanbury  - open  on  the  3rd  Thursday  in  the  month  at 

2,30  p.a. 

Village  Hall,  Crowle  - open  on  the  4th  Wednesday  in  the  month  at 

2*30  p.m. 

Memorial  Hall,  Fernhill  Heath  - open  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Fridays  in 

the  month  at  2,0  p*m, 

Village  Hall,  Wychbold  - open  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Mondays  in  the 

month  at  2.30  p.m. 

Parish  Hall,  Hartlebury  - open  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  in  the 

month  at  2,30  p.m. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  other  baby 
foods  may  be  obtained  at  these  centres. 

Antenatal  Clinics. 

It  is  now  County  policy  that  Antenatal  Cases  should  be  cared  for  as 
far  as  possible  by  their  own  doctor.  Clinics  are  available  however, 
at  which  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  in  order 
to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education,  and  carry  out  ante- 
natal exercises  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist.

The  services  of  a.  nonrrty  Midwife  are  available  without  charge  to  care 
por*  m*  Liiex's  during  pregnancy,  conxmejuitjut/  tuxU  rur  a,  pori  od  of  ten  days 
afterwards.  She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible  in  order  -ho 
receive  adequate  instruction  for  the  confinement.  Visits  are  paid 
to  the  home  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly  in  co-operation 
with  the  doctor,  who  will  arrange  hospital  consultations  if  necessary. 
Free  dental  treatment  is  available  during  this  period  and  may  be  arranged 
through  the  County  Dental  Officer.

Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing 


(Sections  24  and  25) 


After  the  first  ten  days  the  Health  Visitor  takes  over  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  the  baby  from  the  midwife.  She  is  a trained  nurse 
who  has  received  additional  instruction  in  child  care,  maintenance 
of  health  and  prevention  of  disease,  and  is  able  to  offer  guidance 
to  the  mother  until  the  child  goes  to  school.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  premature  babies  and  those  placed  for  adoption  or  with 
foster  parents.  The  Health  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nurse  and 
being  an  experienced  medico-social  worker  is  able  to  give  advice 
to  the  adult  members  of  the  family  on  personal  problems  related  to 
physical  or  mental  ill-health. 


The  Pi strict  Nurse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instructions  of  the 
general  practitioner  or  hospital,  when  a patient  is  discharged, 
to  make  arrangements  for  domiciliary  care.  They  carry  out  nursing 
procedures  and  may  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency.  In  most  instances 
the  District  Nurse  is  also  the  Midwife  and  acts  as  Health  Visitor,  but 
in  urban  areas  it  is  sometimes  more  convenient  to  split  their  duties.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  (Section  26) 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  and  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  are  carried  out  free  of 
charge  at  any  of  the  County  Clinics  or  by  the  patient rs  own  doctor.

(1)  Smallpox  Vaccination

This  scheme  is  administered  direct  from  the  County  Health  Department, 
Love’s  Grove,  Castle  Street,  Worcester  and  details  are  published 
in  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report. 

Satin  Vaccine  is  now  used,  being  administered  orally  in  syrup 
or  on  a lump  cf  sugar.  Three  dqsgj  are  administered  to  babies 
at  6 - 9 m§fiths  old  and  a fourth  dose  at  5 years  old.  Adults  are 
also  strongly  advised  to  complete  a primary  course  of  vaccination. 

(3)  Diphtheria  Immunisation  (including  Tetanus)

(5)  B.C.G.  Vaccination 
The  County  Council  operate  a scheme  for  the  preventive  inoculation 
of  all  children  leaving  school.  This  is  a valuable  protective 
measure  against  Tuberculosis  and  is  doing  much  to  reduce  the 
number  of  cases  on  the  register. 

Ambulance  Service  (Section  27) 

Cases  of  accident  or  sudden  and  urgent  illness  are  responded  to 
irrespective  of  the  source  of  the  call.  All  that  is  necessary 
is  to  ask  the  telephone  operator  for  Ambulance  after  dialing  999 • 

The  Service  is  under  radio-control  from  Worcester  and  ambulance 
stations  are  strategically  situated  throughout  the  Country. 

Requests  for  hospital  cars  should  be  made  to  the  County  Ambulance 
Officer,  v/ho  will  decide  whether  this  form  of  transport  is  suitable. 
Patients  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  are  conveyed 
to  hospital  in  special  ambulances  stationed  at  tlio  Isolation  Hospital. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  (Section  28) 

Convalescent  care  is  provided  for  children  and  adults  not  requiring 
treatment.  This  type  of  recuperative  holiday  is  frequently  recommended 
and  persons  are  required  to  contribute  according  to  their  means. 

Medical  comforts  depots  are  maintained  in  various  parts  of  the 
County  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Requests  for  nursing  equipment  such  as  bedpans,  pulleys, 
hoists,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  the  District  Nurse  or  County 
Health  Department.

■ways,  ^.itorvaiubis  Health  Visitors  work  from  tbo  Chest  clinic 
and  will  assist  patients  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  services  available 
Occupational  therapy  is  available  for  patients  suffering  from 
lengthy  illnesses  or  who  are  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence . 

A Chiropody  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  aged  and  handicapped 
persons , and  is  being  extended. 

A Health  Education  Organiser  has  also  "been  appointed  to  provide 
instruction  on  health  matters  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  illness. 

This  is  particularly  important  in  relation  to  accidents  in  the 
home,  food  hygiene,  and  cancer * Anti- smoking  propaganda  has 
rcr'Arii'ly  beau  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  incidence 

of  Lung  Cancer. 

Domestic  Help  (Section  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Womens’  Voluntary 
Service  from  Droitwich  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  Hew 
premises  have  been  acquired  at  1,  Ombersiey  Street,  Droitwich, 
but  enquiries  relating  to  the  Rural  District  should  be  addressed 
to  Mrs.  Nott,  Station  Road,  Eernhill  Heath  (Eernhill  Heath  437)* 

The  service  provides  domestic  help  for  the  aged,  in  sickness 
and  for  maternity  cases  during  confinement. 

Mental  Health  (Section  Cl) 

The  Mental  Health  Service  has  been  expanded  to  deal  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959*  The  Act  abolishes 
the  termmental  deficiency  and  introduces  the  term rental  disorder 
which  includes  subnormal! ty , severe  subnormality,  mental  illness 
and  psychopathic  disorder.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been 
appointed  who  act  in  conjunction  with  approved  Medical  Officers 
and  the  Hospital  Services.

School  Health  Service  (Education  Act  1944- ) • 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  also  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 
School  Medical  Officers  visit  all  Primary  and  Secondary  schools  in 


the  district  at  regular  intervals. 

Every  school  child  receives  three  medical  examinations  during  his 
or  her  school  life,  hut  children  in  whom  abnormalities  are  detected 
•woo  flofin  more  frequently.  Special  visual  acuity  and  colour  tests 
are  given  at  ? - 8 years  old,  children  in  need  of  attention  being 
referred  to  the  School  Oculist, 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  is  now  carried  out  using  a pure-tone 
audiometer  and  children  with  defective  hearing  are  referred  to 
special  clinics  for  further  investigation. 

The  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  are  available  and  orthopaedic 
defects  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Sister. 
Children  with  behaviour  disorders  or  other  problems  are  seen  at 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Love’s  Grove,  Worcester.

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General  hospitals  with  casualty  departments  are  situated  at 
Worcester,  Bromsgrove  and  Kidderminster. 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  Worcester,  Bromsgrove  and 
Stoui port. 

Infectious  diseases  are  usually  admitted  to  Newtown  Isolation 
Hospital,  Worcester,  where  beds  are  also  available  for  the 
treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Special  cases  may 
however  be  sent  to  Little  Bromwich  Hospital,  Birmingham. 

The  elderly  and  chronic  sick  are  accommodated  at  Shrub  Hill, 
Worcester,  Bromsgrove  or  Blakebrook,  Kidderminster. 

Psychiatric  Hospitals  for  mental  disorders  are  available  at 
Powick,  Barnsley  Hall  and  Lea  Hospital,  Bromsgrove. 

St.  John’s  Hospital  and  Eighfield  Hospital,  Droitwich  are 
National  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  rheumatic  diseases. 

Spa  treatment  is  also  available  through  the  out-patient  department 
at  the  Brine  Baths,  or  privately. 

A Thoracic  surgery  unit  has  been  established  at  Hill  Top 
Hospital,  Bromsgrove  dealing  mainly  with  congenital  heart 
lesions  in  children. 
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Laboratories  are  aval la,ble  in  all  General  Hospitals,  but  at 
Worcester  Loyal  inf i unary  a branch  of  the  Public  Heal bh  Laboratory 
Service  has  been  established.  This  organisation,  with  reference 
laboratories  in  London  and  elsewhere,  is  designed  to  assist  local 
authorities  in  their  investigations  into  outbreaks  of  communicable 
disease. 


9.  Venereal  Diseases. 

Venereal  diseases  are  diagnosed  and  treated  at  a special  out- 
patient department  (adjacent  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at  the  Worcester 
Royal  Infirmary) . Sessions  are  held  from  5 - 7 p.m.  on  Mondays 
for  women  and  Tuesdays  for  men.

Persons  arriving  in  the  district  and  wishing  to  register  with  a 
general  practitioner  may  obtain  a list  of  names  and  addresses 
of  all  the  doctors  available  atn  any  post  office.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


1.  Water  Supplies. 

The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  are  the  statutory  water 
undertakers  for  the  greater  part  of  Droitwich  Rural  District.  Nineteen 
out  of  twenty-two  parishes  are  now  supplied  by  them.  The  remaining 
three  parishes  are  supx^lied  as  follows  s- 
(l)  War  ado n - by  an  extension  to  the  Worcester  City  mains . 

(2^  Westwood  - by  a private  borehole  controlled  by  the  estate, 

(3)  Hs,rtlebury  - by  the  North  West  "Worcestershire  Water  Board.  This 
water  is  supplied  from  Bewdley  via  Stourport  and  recent  extensions 
have  made  available  water  to  the  Crossway  Green  area. 

Towards  the  end  of  1964  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company 
conpleted  a 6M  trunk  .main  from  their  water  tower  at  Yew  Tree  Hill, 
Droitwich  through  Ladywood  to  Ombersley.  This  has  provided  a wholesome 
supply  over  a wide  area  of  the  parish,  extensions  being  laid  to  Holt 
Fleet,  Hunt  Green,  Chatley,  Hawford,  Haye  Lane,  Syt champ ton,  Acton 
and  Uphampton.

This  indicates  that  approximately  69 fo  of  the  Population  are  supplied 
with  Mains  Water.  The  remainder  rely  upon  shallow  wells,  apart  from 
a few  farms  where  boreholes  have  been  sunk  for  agricultural  purposes. 
Nine  out  of  fourteen  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  wells  during 
1964  were  reported  upon  as  unfit  for  drinking  and  appropriate  steps 
taken  to  protect  the  consumer. 

The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  take  their  water  from 
four  different  sources  at  the  foot  of  the  Lickey  Hills,  the  water 
invariably  being  mixed  before  passing  into  service  in  Droitwich  Rural 

District. 
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Bacteriological  results  are  shown*  followed  by  chemical  analysis  of  one 
borehole  sample.  In  fact  all  four  boreholes  produce  hard  water;  it  has 
no  plumbo- solvent  action  and  a low  fluorine  content  (approx.  0.09  p.p.m.)

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2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks  are  operating  satisfactorily  at  Wychbold, 

Fernhill  Heath,  Crowle  and  Ombersley. 

Some  difficulties  have  been  encountered  at  Fernhill  Heath,  due  to  the 
surcharging  of  one  trunk  sewer  and  lack  of  adequate  sludge  drying 
facilities  at  the  Disposal  Works,  The  Consulting  Engineer  was 
therefore  asked  to  draw  up  a scheme  which  would  cater  for  limited 
future  development  in  the  village  to  a population  of  about  3,000 
over  the  next  ten  years.  Fortunately  there  is  sufficient  land 
available  for  duplication  of  the  Works  and  this  would  appear  to  be 
far  easier  and  more  economical  than  the  alternative  suggestion  of 
using  the  facilities  to  be  provided  at  the  proposed  disposal  works 
for  the  Borough  of  Droitwich  at  Ladywood,  which  should  be  completed 
in  4 - 5 years  time. 

Sewage  from  the  parish  of  Hartlebury  has,  for  some  years,  been  pumped 
to  the  Kidderminster  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A new  agreement  is  now 
being  negotiated  with  that  Authority  on  a proportionate  basis  as 
new  disposal  works  are  shortly  to  be  built  for  Kidderminster  and 
Stourport. 

The  Hanbury  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  has  now  been  completed. 
The  Council ’s  housing  estate  has  been  connected  to  the  sewer,  together 
with  numerous  properties  in  the  central  village  area.  A number  of 
new  houses,  erected  on  the  Droitwich  Road,  have  also  been  connected. 

The  nuisance  to  the  Woolmere  brook  has  therefore,  been  eliminated. 

A start  was  made  on  the  Tibberton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
in  May  1964  and  good  progress  had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry’  Inspector  at  an  Enquiry  in 
November  19&3  were  incorporated  without  much  difficulty.  The  sewer 
has  been  taken  to  the  rear  of  certain  properties  in  Foredraught  Lane, 
an  extension  has  been  added  to  include  new  private  development  near 
the  Church  and  the  level  of  the  treatment  plant  has  been  raised  to 
enable  land  irrigation  to  be  carried  out,  if  necessary. 

Looking  to  the  future,  a list  has  been  compiled  of  schemes  which  will 
have  to  be  carried  out.  They  have  not  been  placed  in  order  of 
priority  but  Group  A are  more  urgent  than  Group  B.  It  also  seems 
likely  that  factory  built  treatment  plant,  using  the  contact 
stablization  methQd,  could  be  used  in  certain  cases.

3.  Caravans 


It  is  estimated  that  approximately  550  Caravans  are  normally 
resident  in  the  district . The  numbers  fluctuate  widely  between 
the  summer  and  winter  months  9 due  to  an  influx  of  seasonal 
agricultural  workers , particularly  in  the  parish  of  Ombersley. 

Some  of  these  caravans  remain  on  site  throughout  the  winter, 
although  seasonal  work  is  no  longer  available  as  it  is  fairly 
easy  fcr  the  occupants  to  obtain  employment  locally,  Work  on 
the  A449  and  the  Worcester  Northern  Link  road  has  also  resulted 
in  Engineering  Workers’  caravans  in  North  Claines.  Other  groups 
of  unauthorised  vans  tend  to  appear  from  time  to  time  in  various 
parts  of  the  G-reen  Belt.

INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

1.  Food  Premises 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  placed  the  requirement 
of  Registration  on  all  premises,  with  effect  from  1st  May  1964*  This 
provideded  a greater  measure  of  control  over  Food  Premises  which  in 
a rural  district  has  always  been  rather  difficult.  The  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960  do  of  course,  still  apply  but 
additional  saf ©guards  now  exist  for  the  benefit  of  employees, 
e.g.  seating  arrangements,  fencing  of  machinery  and  first-aid 
equipment. 

Inspections  of  Bakehouses,  Shops,  Cafes  and  hotels  were  carried 
out  as  shown  on  page  1^  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  number  of 
routine  visits  will  be  increased  in  the  future. 

2.  Ice  Cream  and  Milk. 

Forty-five  shop  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream, 
all  offering  the  pre-packed  product  only.  Soft  ice-cream  is  only 
sold  from  mobile  vehicles  operating  from  other  districts. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  are  administered  by  Worcestershire 
County  Council.  There  are  three  pasteurisation  plants  in  the 
district  and  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  has  samples  taken 
from  a variety  of  sources.

Being  an 
agricultural  district  much  of  this  work  is  in  respect  of  chemical 
samples  on  milk.  The  results  are  normally  published  by  the  County 
Analyst.
